TWO ACTIONS AGAINST 
A TRAVELLER. 


(BEFORE JUDGE MOONAN.) 

Two actions were brought against a com- 
mercial traveller, David Grant Sangster, 
arising out of a collision between “his motor 
car and a horse dray at Kilbagget on the 3lst 
March, 1932. The driver of the dray, John 
Finnegan, Ballybough Cottages, a pig dealer, 
who was thrown on the ground and rendered 
unconscious, later having to be medically and 
surgically treated, claimed £300 damages and 
costs. The owner, Daniel Breen, Richmond 
Cottages, North Circular road, Dublin, a 
general dealer, who was seated in the dray 
at the time of the accident, sued Sangster 
for £100, to cover damage to his dray and 
loss of his horse, which died as the result cf 
injuries which it received. 

e evidence fcr the plaintiffs was that the 
motor car drove into the dray without warn- 
ing as they were returning from Bray. Breen 
had a lighted lamp in his hand, but it was 
extinguished by the wind. 

The defendant, who is not now domiciled 
in this country, said that he had been driving 
on the road for four years and knew it 
thoroughly. He had his own lights on, and 
was driving at fifteen to twenty miles an 
hour on his right side of the road. In his 
opinion, the dray was on the wrong side, 
and the driver was whipping to the right 
when the collision occurred. He saw Finnegan 
jump off the dray and fall on his back. He 
shouted that he was killed. Just then a 
friend of the witness, Mr. McMullen, of Bray, 
drove up and volunteered to take Finnegan 
to hospital, where the witness visited him 
within twenty-four hours. Finnegan admitted 
then that he had seen his lights before the 
accident. 

The Judge said that the defendant had 
failed to retute the plaintiffs’ evidence, which 
was corroborated by the evidence of Sergeant 
Heeney. He awarded Breen £50 and Finnegan 
£200, with costs and medical expenses. 

Mr. Paul McCarthy (instructed by Mr. E. 
Lowe) appeared for both plaintiffs, and Mr. 
M. Walker (instructed by Mr. H. J. Downey) 
for the defendant.
